The claimed inventions are related to a locking member for locking a card into a shelf, which 
comprises a connecting section, a resilient section, and an engagement section. The citation D 
discloses an electrical connector including an ejector with a push rod and elastic members. 

The claimed inventions and D are related to the same subject matter, the fixing device 
attached to a card for fixing it into a rack. However the prior art does not disclose a lock 
member with a shape of a plate spring in the claimed invention. Moreover the shape of the lock 
member which comprises three parts of a connection section, a resilient section, and an 
engagement section is neither obvious to a person skilled in the art nor suggested in the 
prior art. Consequently the claims 1-4 are considered to fulfil the requirements of novelty 
and inventive step under PCT Article 33(2)(3). 
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
